Notification S.O. 399(E> dated 22nd May. 1990' 
issued under sub-section (]) of Section 3 of the un¬ 
lawful Activities (Prevention) Act, 1967—‘the Act’, 
and ref rred to the Unlawful Acti-ntirs (Prevmtion) 
Tribunal—‘the Tribunal’ constituted under sub-seo- 
tion (1) of Section 5 of the Act for adj»/dicating upon 


the confirmability or otherwise ot that Notification un¬ 
der Section 4 of the Act, is registered as a petition 
in the above number arraying therein the Union of 
India (Central Government), which has issued 
Notification, 'js' the petitioner and ‘Dal Khalsa’, which 
is declared as a unlawful associetton as the lespon- 
dent. 

2, After tile said Notification was registered as a 
petition, as above the Tn’bunal directed its Regisrar 
to issue notices to the respondent, its known office 
bearers and its members in general calling upon them 
to object to ;l]e declaration in the said Notification 
icgistcred as the petition, by filing wiitten statementls 
of objections, if any, thereto and to appear in person 
or through any authori.sed respresentative in the en¬ 
quiry proposed to be held by it (tbe Tribunal) on the 
petition (Notification) at Punjab Bhavan, Copernicus 
Ma,rg, New Delhi, from dav to dav on all working 
days from 17-9-1990 at 10,00 A.M., for contesting 
thei cGdence to b'C adduced in support of the Notifi¬ 
cation or to adduce its own evidence against the 
Notification. The tribunal also directed issuance of 
such notices within three davs from 18-7-1990 hav¬ 
ing recourse !u various modes of service available, 
simultaneouslv. The notice so sent contained the Noti¬ 
fication, by which the ixspbndent was declared as an 
iinlawfu] associnrxrn, the name of the Judge who was 
constituted as the Tribunal for adjudicating upon the 
Notification, and the details of opportunity vvhlch 
were being afforded by the Tribunal to the res¬ 
pondent, its office bearers and its members for send¬ 
ing Written objections to the Nofificition at d for ap¬ 
pearing in person or throigh iheu' aiKhc risecl agents 
ffie enquiry proposed to be held thereon by the 
Tribunal to conYsr the Notification.

^id whereas the Centrai Government is of the 
opinion that for the reasons aforesaid, the Dal Khalsa 
is an unlaw'ful association ; 

And whereas the Central Government is further 
of the opinion that because of the activities of the 
Dal Khalsa, it is necessary to declare the Da! Khalsa 
to be unlawful with immediate effect ; 

Now', therefore, iu exercise of the powers confer¬ 
red by sub-section (1) of Section 3 of the Unlawful 
Activities (Preventionl Act, 1967 (3? of 1967), the 
Central Governraent hereby declares the Dal Khalsa 
to be an unlawful association and directs, in exercise 
cf the powers coiilc-rred by the jiroviso to sub-section 
(3) of that Section th.at this Notification shall, subject 
to any ord'ir that may be made under Section 4 nf 
the said Act, have ciTect from the date of its publica¬ 
tion in the Official Gazette.” 

(Published in the Gazette of India Extra-ordi¬ 
nary issue dated dud May 1990.) 

2. The Tribunal, v/hich has got the said Notifica¬ 
tion registered as Petition No. 1 of 1990, proposes 
to decide whetiier the aforesaid declaration contain¬ 
ed in the Notification requires to be confirmed or re¬ 
jected after affording full opportunity to the respon¬ 
dent Dal Khalsa, its office bearers and is members, 
of making a representation, if any against that dec¬ 
laration before the Tribunal by filing their statements

3. As the Tribunal was enjoined under sul>sec- 
tion (3) of Section 4 of the Act to complete the en¬ 
quiry to be iield ia i.ie matter astd render is order 
thereon after affording opportunity to the affected 
party of contesting the matter, as expeditiously as pos¬ 
sible, and in any case, w'ithin a period of six months 
from the date of iss uance of the Notification, the 
afore-stated steps had been taken to effect service of 
notice in the matter on tive aifecled party the respon¬ 
dent, its office bearers and members. 

4. At the eaqn.'ry of tlie Tribunal cummenced on 
17-9-1990, as notiiied, the Tribunal having found 
that the service ot notice or. tlie respondent and one 
of its office bearers was duly effected by some of the 
modes adopted for service, held that there was suffi¬ 
cient service of notice on tlie respondent. Despite wide 
publicity of the notice to the respondent given in 
Punjab based largely circulated English language and 
Punjabi language daily News Papers issuer of the 9th 
and the 10th August 1990, ito statement objecting to 
the Notification was sent or filed by the respondent or 
any person on its behrdf. None appeared for the res¬ 
pondent or on its behalf at the enquiry of the Tribu¬ 
nal. This situation made the Ttibunal to order en- 
qui^ on the petiti in (Notification) to proceed ex- 
parte. Thereafter, tin; Tribunal, by perusing the gro- 
iHids no supporting the ded.Trati^ in the Notifica- 
iion under .adjudievi; ici; and the documents to which 
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had been sent to tJic Tribunal as forming tiic basis 
of such grounds and iiearmg the learned Counsel fox 
the petitioner, settled liie following issuer, as arising 
for determinatioi'i in the petition ;— 

“1. Is 'Dal Khalsa’ the respondent, an associa¬ 
tion under clause (a> of Section 2 of tire 
UnlawfLd Activities (Prevention) Act, 1967 
(tor short “the Act”) ? 

2. (a) Is the declared niuin objective of tiie 

respondent the esiablisliment of a complete 
auionomons ‘Klialsa State”? Is that objec¬ 
tive an ‘unlawful activity’ under clause (f) 
Section 2 of the Act? 

(b) is iiic respondent, by its activities, prea¬ 
ching session and disruption of teiritorial 
infa^my of India? Are those activities ‘un¬ 
lawful activities' under clause (fj of Sec- 
of Section of the Act ? 

is the .espoadent exiending Si’/pnr- to the 
creaiion of ‘Klu-Uistan’ tlirough its olfiee 
bearers and activists by activities—(a) of 
stressing litc need for unity between Sikh 
militant groups fighting for Kiiahstan ; (b) 
of stopping up pru-lGialistau propaganda 
throng foreign press and Gurdwara 
platforms ; ana (c) oi warning against ne¬ 
gotiations with the Govermuent of India? 
Are such activities ‘unlawful activity' under 
clause (f) of Section 2 of the Act ? 

4, Did the respondent form an Action Com¬ 
mittee of pro-KhaListan Sikh militant groups 
to kill Police Officers and their informers? 
Is fortnafiou of such Action Committee 
‘unlawful activity’ under clause (f) of Sec¬ 
tion 2 of the Act? 

5. Did the respondent, through its activists 

(a) hold denronstrations in which slogans, 
like, ‘India quit Khalistan’ were raised; (b) 
hold meetings for providing more financial 
aid to Sikh militants fighting for Khalistan 
in Punjab ? Is holding of such demons¬ 
trations and meetings 'unlawl'ul activity' 
under clause (f) of Section 3 of the Act ? 

6. If answers to Issue Nos. 2 to 5, or any of 
them, arc[is in the affirmative, docs the 
respondent-association become an 'un¬ 
lawful assoqiation’ under clause (g) of 
Section 2 of the .Act ? 

7. ff ‘Dal Khalsa’ is an ‘unlawful association' 
under clause (g) of Section 2 of the Act, 
was it a sufficient cause for the Central 
Government to make the declaration by 
Notification under sub-section (1) of Sec¬ 
tion 3 of the Act and does that Notifi¬ 
cation call to be confirmed under sub-sec¬ 
tion (3) of Section ? of the Act ?” 

5, In the course of enquiiy, documentarv evidence 
is ptroduoed supiportlijig the petition (Notification). 
Such evidence comprises of Exhibits P-1 to P-35, 
Witnesses, whose evidence is recorded in the course 


of such enquiry as petitioner’s witnesses (P. Ws, 1 to 
8) are officers of cither die Government of Punjab 
or the Central Government, 

6, As it would be necessary lo refer to the rele¬ 
vant provisions of the Act, which bear on the issues 
before ta(,Ling up exalmination of the documentary 
and oral evidence adduced respecting them, such pro¬ 
visions shall be referred to now. 

It is Section 3 of the Act which empowers the Cen¬ 
tral Government to declare an association which is 
or has become an unlawful association by means of 
a Notification issued in the Official Gazette specifying 
the grounds supporting such declaration. That Sec¬ 
tion, however, require^ confirmation of such decla¬ 
ration made in the Notification by an order of the 
Tribunal to be rendered according to Section 4 of 
the Act, for brining it (declaration) into effect. The 
definition of ‘association’ in clause (a) of Section 2 
of the Act envisages an ‘association’ which is a oom- 
bination or body of individuals. No under clause (g) 
of Section 2 oE the Act, any association— 

(1) which has for its object— 

fa) any unlawful Activity; ot 

(b) any activity which is punishable under Sec¬ 
tion 153A, I.P.C.. or 

(c) any activity which is punishable under Sec¬ 
tion 153B, I.P.C.: or 

(2) which encourages or aids person :— 

(a) to undertake any unlaw'ful activity; or 

(b) to uudcitake any activity punishable under 
Section 153A, I.P.C.; or 

(c) to undertake any activity punishable under 
Section 153B, I.P.C.; or 

(3) whose members themselves— 

(a) undertake imy unlawful activity; or 

(b) undertake any activity pur.ishaibk unckr 
Section 153A, I.P.C.; or 

(c) undertake any activity punishable under 
Section 153B, I.P.C. 

is an ‘Uolawfiil Association’, 

Qause (f) of Section 2 of the Act, which envisages 
an ‘unlawful activity’ in relation to an individual or 
an association, refers to such ‘unlawful activity’ to 
mean any action taken by such individual or asso¬ 
ciation—- 

(i) which is intended or supports any claim, 
to bring about, on any ground whufsoever, 
the secession of a part of territory cf Incfia 
or the secession of a part of the territory 
of India from the Hnion, -nr which incites 
any individual or group ot individuals to 
bring about such cession or secession ; 

cii) which disclaims questions disrupts or is 
intended to disrupt the sovereignty or terri¬ 
tory of India. 
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Since ‘activity’ punishable under Section 153-A ot 
the Indian Penal Code has to be ascertained ,vith 
reference 'o that Section, it is excerpted : 

‘■153-A. Promoting enmity between ditferent 
groups on grounds of religion, race, place 
of birth, residence, language, etc., and doing 
acts prejudicial to maintenance of harmony. 
(1) Whoever— 

(a) by words, either spoken or written, or by 
visible representations or otherwise, pro¬ 
motes or attempts to promote, on grounds 
of religion, race, place of birth, resi¬ 
dence, language, caste or community or 
any other ground whatsoever, disharmony 
or feelings of enmity, hatred or ill-will 
between different religious, racial, lang¬ 
uage or regional groups or castes or com¬ 
munities, or 

(b) commits any act which is prejudicial to 
the maintenance of harmony between 
different religious, racial, language or re¬ 
gional groups or castes or communities, 
and which disturbs or is likely to disturb 
the public tranquility, or 

(c) organizes any exercise, movement, drill 

or other silmilar activity intending that 
the participants in such activity shall use 
or be trained to use criminal force or 
violence or knowing it to be likely that 
the participants in such activity will use 
or be trained to use ciiminal force or vio¬ 
lence, or participates in such activity in¬ 
tending to use or be trained to use ci-im-nal 
force or violence or knowing it to be likely 
that the participants in such activity will 
use or be trained to use criminal force 
or violence, against any religious, racial, 
language or regional group or caste or 
commurlity and such activity, for any 
reason whatsoever causes or is likely to 
c^usc fear or alafm or a feeling of insecu¬ 
rity mongs: members of such religious, 
racial, language or regional group or caste 
or community, 

s'hall be punished with imprisonment wluch may 
extend to three years, or with fine, or with 
both.” 

Again since ‘activity’ punishable under Section 153B 
of the Indian penal Code has to be ascertained with 
reference to that Section, it is excerpted : 

“153-B, Imputations, assertions prejudicial to 

national integration.—fI) Whoever, by 

words either spoken or written or by signs 
or by visible representations or otherwise,— 

fa') makes or publishes anv imputation that 
any class of persons cannot, by reason 
of their being members of any religious, 
racial language or regional eroup or 
Caste or community, bear the faith and 
alle,jiaiice to the ConsUlution of Indm as 
by law established or unhold the sover- 
etghu and Integrity of India, ot 


(b) asserts, consents, advises, propagates or 
publishes that any class of persons shall, 
by reason of their being members of any 
religious, racial language or, regional 
group or caste or community, be denied 
or deprived ot their rights as citizens of 
India, or 

(cj makes or publishes any assertion, counsel, 
plea or appeal conceining the obligation 
of any c); ss of persons, by reason of their 
being members of any religious, racial, 
language or regional group or caste or 
eomrjunit/ and such asseriion coun¬ 
sel, pica or appeal causes or is likely 
to cause cisliarmony or feelings of enmity 
or hatred or ill-will between such mem¬ 
bers and other persons, 

shall be punished with imprisonment which may 
extend to three years, or with fine, or with both. 

(2) Whoever commits an offence specified in 
sub-section (1), in any place of worship or 
in any asseirbly engaged in the performance 
of religious ivorship or religious ceremonies, 
shall be purished with imprisonment which 
may extend to five years and shall also be 
liable to fine.” 

As found in clause (f) of Section 2 itself, the action 
taken by an individual or association may relate to 
committing an act by words, either sjtoken or written, 
or by signs or by visible representations or otherwise. 
Then, ‘secession of a part of the territory of India’, 
referred to in clause (f), includes admission of any 
claim of any foreign country to any such part as 
defined in clause (b) of sub-section (2). Further, 
‘secession of a part of the territory of India’, referred 
to in clause (f), includes the assertion of any claim 
to determine whether such part would remain a part 
of the territory of India as defined in clause (c) of 
Section 2 of the Act. 

7. Issues can now be taken up seriatim for deter¬ 
mination and recording findings thereon, on the basis 
of the materials made available to the Tribunal, 
evidence-documentary and oral, produced at the 
enquiry before the Tribunal, Petitioner’s written 
arguments and provisions of the Act, adverted to. 

Re. Issue No, 1 : 

Is ‘Dal Khalsa’—^the respondent, an association 
under clause (a) of Section 2 of the Act, is the issue. 
If ‘Dal Khalsa’ is an association, as envisaged in 
clause (a), question cf declaring it as an unlawful 
associalion would arise and not otherwise. Accord¬ 
ing to clause C^), an association comes into existence 
if there is a combinafi m or body of persons. There¬ 
fore, to hold that ‘D d Khalsa’ is an association, it 
must be a combination or body of persons. P.W. 4, 
Sri Pirthipal Singh, has produced a photo copy of 
the Constitution of ‘Dff Khalsa’ at Exhibit P-14. It 
is .similar to Anncxi.ue-1 annexed to Exhibit P-27, 
the Resume of Dal Khalsa sent to the Tribunal along 
with the Notification under adjudication, which Is 
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said to have weighed- with the Central Government 

m issuing the Notification as spoken to by P.W. S_ 

Sri Ashok Bhatia, Joint Secretary to Government of 
India. That written Constitution reveals that “every 
Sikh child, old man. male, female and whosoever 
believe in the ideals of tke Ten-Gurus and Shri Guru 
Granth Sahib and who is not a patit (Fallen sikh) 
and does not use wine and other intoxicants, may 
become a member oi the Dal Khalsa”. It also 
reveals that the membership of Dal Khalsa is not 
only open to persons inside Punjab and India, but 
also outsiders. Da] Khalsa has come to be treated 
as an association in several notifications issued under 
Section 3(1) of the Act from time to time (Exhibits 
P-28 to P-31) and orders (Exhibits P-32 to P-35) 
made on each Notification by the respective Tribunal 
constituted to adjudicate upon each of such Notifica¬ 
tions. Exhibit P-15A(ET), the English Translation 
of Exhibit P-15A, a letter in Punjabi published in 
‘Sampark’ of July 1988 issue said to have been 
written by Gajinder Singh from Pakistan to his sister 
Smt. Kanwaljit Kaur spoken of by P.W. 5, Sri Ved 
Parkash Kapoor, Superintendent of Counter Terrorism 
at Chandigarh, discloses that Dal Khalsa, as an asso¬ 
ciation, existed in July 1988 as it is stated therein 
that Dal Khaisa is determined and committed to the 
struggle for Khalistan. There are no materials what¬ 
soever placed before the Tribunal by the respondent 
or any person on its behalf to the effect that Dai 
Khalsa is not a combination or body of persons which 
is existing as an association. 


Principles’, it becomes an action taken by Dal Khalsa 
tor bringing about the secession of a part of the 
territory of hnha from t)ie Union and disrupt tiie 
sovereignty and territoiial integrity of India. Conse¬ 
quently, such an objective has to be regarded as an 
unlawful activity in relation to Dal Khalsa associa¬ 
tion under clause (f) of Section 2 of the Act. 

Hence, the Tribunal iccords its finding on the issue 
m the affirmative. 

Ke. Issue No. 2(b) ; 

Has Dal Khalsa—the respondent, in pursuance of 
ifs objective of forming ‘Khalsa State’, been preaching 
secession and disruption of territorial integrity of 
India and is such activity an unlawful activity under 
clause (f) of Section 2 of the Act, is the issue. It 
IS raised having regard to the latter part of ground 
(i) given in the Notification in support of the decla¬ 
ration therein. Exhibit P-15 is July 1988 is.sue of 
‘Sampark’ magazine. In that issue a letter written 
in Punjabi by Sii Gajinder Singh, a member of Dal 
Khalsa from the Central Jail, Lahore in Pakistan, 
to Smt. Kanwaljit Kaur, his sister, is published and 
it is at Exhibit P-15A. The English Translation of 
that letter is Exhibit P-15A (ET). P.W. 5, Sri Ved 
Parkash Kapoor, working as Superintendent in 
Counter Terrorism Brandi at Chandigarh, has pro¬ 
duced them before the Tribunal and has spoken to 
their contents-. Annexure-III sent enclosed with 
Exhibit P-27, the Resume I'elating to Dal Khalsa 
along with the Notification under adjudication, to 


Hence, the Tribunal finds Dal Khalsa to be an 
association under clause _(a) of Section 2 of the Act 
and records its finding on this issue in the affirmative.

Re. Issue No. 2(a) * 

Is the declared main objective of Dal Khalsa—the 
respondent, the establishment of a complete autono¬ 
mous ‘Khalsa State’ and is that objective an unlawful 
activity under clause (Ti of Section 2 of the Act, is 
the issue.

Guardian’, relates to the. efforts done for Panthic 
Unity.

There is a reference there, to the 
protest demonstration held on Sunday morning of 
January 22 in the Hyde Park, London, to protest 
against the deatli sentence executed against Saiwant 
Singh and Kehar Siivjii. The banner of Khalistan 
appears to iiave found a place on the ditis. There js 
a reference to Da! Khalsa leader.; being pr-^seiU in 
demonstration, It .'s said that Indian Government 
cannot cruih the Sikhs. There is an appeal to the 
Muslims of iho occupied Kashmir that they should 
extend tbeir help to the Sikhs in Punjab, so that 
Sikhs may Ludd their home. The slogans of ‘Rajiv 
Murdabad’ are said to have been raised. 

P.W. 7, Sri Raghbir Singh, who is the author 
of the letter. Exhibit P-24, speaks of it. What is 
stated in the letter is said to be the information 
he received from a secret source. It refers to a 
meeting held at Gurdwara at Slough Suburb of 
London (U.K.) on ^ril 17, 1989. That meeting 
is said to have been attended by self-styled Minis¬ 
ters of the so-called Government in-exile of the 
National Council of Khalist^ and Dal Khalsa. It 
refers to the decision taken in that meeting to col¬ 
lect more and more funds for Sikh militants _ for 
rendering adequate financial aid to Sikii nulitant 
organisation.s fighting for the cause of Khalistan in 
Punjab with their base in Pakistan for purchasling 
arms and ammunition, it olso refers to a decision 
taken to give more financial aid to the families of 
those Sikh militants who had either been kiUed or 
arrested bv Police lin India. There is a reference to 
the shelter given by Pakistan for Sikh militants to 
carry on their extremist activities for the cause of 
Khalistan. Dr Chauhan is said to have_ supported 
tbe launching of a propaganda campaign amona 
the Sikh immigrants, in U. K., U.S.A, Canada 
and other foreign countries in support of the 
demand for Khalistan and through them, among 
their telatives' in Punjab that Khalistan when 
formed, will be natural ally of Pakistan, The deci¬ 
sions taken at the meeting, as seen therefrom, arc . 
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“(i) To send messages to Sikh militants in 
Punjab not to give up the de man d for 
Khalistan and pay head to the anti- 
Khalistan propaganda by Indian Govern¬ 
ment Agencies; 

(ii) To assure the Pak Govt, high-ups through 
the Sikh militant leaders settled in that 
country that ‘Khalistan would be a natural 
ally of Pakistan’; 

(liiij To gear up pro-Khalistan propaganda in 
and out-side India to impress upon tho 
Government of India that nothing short of 
an independent Sikh Home land called Kha¬ 
listan is acceptable to the Sikhs; 

(iv) To make it clear to the Pak Govt, through 
the agency of the Sikh milhant leaders 
tairifig refuge in that country that the 
Sikhs hifid never claimed any Pak area 
noi'diey would do so in future.

Exhibit P-20A 
is an open letter in Punjabi published in the 
Magazine, Its English Translation is Exhibit P- 
20A (ET). Exhibit P-20A (ET) refers to the call 
of the hour than an organised set up was to be 
establish in the shape of a political fojee, under 
which the Khalistan organisations should work uni¬ 
tedly. It seters to tho organisational set up giving 
represenations to various Khali.stani groups and 
others. It ends by stating that the Sikhs should 
stride forward for the high spirits of the Ouom arid 
be committed to the decalaration made by the Sant 
Jamail Singh Khalsaji. 

P.W.3, Sri Harbans Singh, who sent his letter 
dated 4-10-1939 to D.I.G., (Intelligence-D, speaks of 
it as Exhibit P-10. He speaks of its English Trans¬ 
lation as being Exhibit P-IO(ET). It refers to a 
recorded message of Panthic Committee tliat was 
played at the convention held by tbe Inlerraticnal 
Sikh Youth Isederation (U.K.) on September 17, 
1989, at Gurdwara Shri Guru Singh Sabha South 
Hall, U.K. There is a reference to the appeal made 
to Sikhs in the convention to help generously the 
militants fighting in the battle field, ft refers to the 
statement of Dr. Pragath Singh made in the conyen- 
t'op as beuig “The war with the Delhi throne will 
continue till the achievement of Khalistan and the 
oppression will be fought brave'y”. The anti Sikh 
forces are creating hurdles in the way but ultimately 
Khalsa Panth will rule the Punjab. The iJealogy Of 
the Akalies ha.s Weakened. Any person dema.'.dlng less 
than Khalistan cannot be the leader of the Sikhs. The 
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activities of the Federation in Punjab have greatly 
worried the Indian Government. It is our duty to do 
our best in helping the militant youths, lighting in the 
battlefield, so that the flag of the Panth be always 
hoisting Unit/ which is vt.^'v essential to achieve this 
end”.

5. Todays gathering aonreciates the feelings of 

those foreign governments or their repre¬ 
sentatives, who have criticised the Indian 
government for oppressing the Sikhs.” 

Exfiibit P-12 and Exhibit P-12(ET) are spoken 
to by P.W.3, Sri Harbans Singh. Exhibit P-12 con¬ 
tains the Panthic Committee’s directives. It is in 
Punjabi. Its English Translation is Exhibit P-t2(ET), 
From Exhibit P-12, it is seen that four prominent 
cirganisations struggliug for Khalistan, namely, Kha¬ 
listan Commando Force. Balibar Khalsa International, 
AH India Sikh Student Federation. Kbaliuan Libera¬ 
tion Force and Panthic Committee elected by them, 
have fonned u panel vhb the elected memberc and 
they have appealed to the conffegations that if they 
want to help the militants, they should send 'heir 
aids through the newly elected panel only. It is ulti¬ 
mately stated that the militant Sikhs should be ex¬ 
tended maximum monetary help for earning the bles¬ 
sing of the Guru. 

From the said activities of the activists of Dal 
Khalsa, a few of whom are its office bearers and lor 
memb^s, it becomes clear that they have been nro- 
moting feelings o^" enmity and hatr^ between Sikhs 
and Hindus in India in their endeavour to create 


Khalistan State, independent of India and as ally 
of Pakistan. The said activities, which arc to be 
regarded as activity of Dal Khalsa within the mean¬ 
ing of clause if) of Section 2 of the Act, makes Dal 
Khalsa an Unlawful Association under clause fg) cf 
Section 2 of the Act inasmuch as the activities are 
pimishable under Seclio.u 153-B of the l.P.C. 

Heuce, the Tribunal records its finding on this 
issue, as well, in the affirmative 

Re. Issue No. 6 : 

The finding! on Is.iie f-Ms 2 to 5 being recorded 

in the affirmaiivc by the Tribunal, it follows that 
Dal Khalsa—the respondent, is an Unlawful Asso¬ 
ciation under clause fg) of Section 2 of the Act. 
Hence, _ a findhig on this issue is recorded m the 
a.OirTnative. 

Re. Issue No. 7 : 

The very material forming the grounds for the 
declaration made by the Central 'Government tl-Lat 
the respondent- Dal Khalsa was an Unlawful Asso¬ 
ciation, by i'^suo oi the Notification under adjudica- 
f'On, is (.uvxiucecl ns doeum.'v.tary evidence at the 
enquiry held by Ihc Ttibuml, to adjudicate whether 
the declaration so made calls to be confirmed or re¬ 
jected. The nr.tterial so produced by the Central 
Gevv'emment—-die petitioner, by way of documen¬ 
tary cjvidence, which remained imrebutted ty Dal 
Khalsa^—the respondent or any person on its behalf, 
being found sufficient to support the issuc.s raised with 
reference to grounds furniriicd in the Notification, 
such is.siie-s are answered in the affirmative by the 
Tribunal and find'ncs thereon arc recorded accord¬ 
ingly. Thus, when, on the findings recorded on Issue 
Nos 2 to 6. Dal-KhaUa—the respondent is an Un¬ 
lawful Association under clause (g) of Section 2 of 
the Act, it must follow as a consequence thereof 
that there was sufficient cause for the Central Gov¬ 
ernment ro declare Dal-Khalsa—^thc respondent as 
an ‘Unlawful Association’ by issuing the Notification 
under ad indication in exercise of its powers under 
sub-section (1) of Section 3 of the Act ard that 
Notification calls confirmation by the Tribunal under 
sub-section (3) of Section 4 of the Act. Therefore, 
the Tribunal lecord.s its findings on Issue No. 7 in 
the affirmative, 

8. In the resuit, the Tribunal holds that there 
was sufficient causa for the Central Governmenr to 
declare Dol-Khalsa as an Unlawful Association by 
Notification No SO 399(E) dated 22nd May. 1990 
published in the Gazette of India Extraordinary of 
the same dare under sub-section (1) of Section 3 of 
the Act, and makes this order under sub-section (3) 
of Section 4 cf the Act confirming the declaration in 
that Notification. 
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
